Supporters of Rev. Father Charles 
Kuhlman, who has sued Emil Kiefer, 
a parishioner, for $20,000, charging slan- 
der, say that the priest will appeal to 
the highest ecclesiastical authorities 
against Bishop Janssen’s order remov- 
ing him from the pastorate of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Catholic Church, East St. Louis. 
Father Kuhlman has declined to make 
Statement regarding his plans, but 
leaders in the faction sunporting him 
say that he has forwarded an appeal 
to Mgr. Diomede Falconio. apostolic 
delegate at Washington, and that, if 
necessary, he will carry his resistance 
to Rome. 

Rev. Father Eugene Hoppman, chap- 
lain of St. John's Orphanage at Glen 
Addie, near Belleville, has been as- 
signed to take charge of St. Elizabeth’s 
Monday.

last days the dying woman told her and 
other persons at the hotel that she hac 
made a will disposing of all her inter- 
ests. 

Neither the will nor any of the stock 
owned by Mrs. Long has yet been 
found by Public Administrator Trol!, 
: who threatens to summon to court per- 
sons who destroyed papers in Mrs. 
_ Long’s room after her death. 

“Mrs. Long had occasion to mention 
the will when various women friends in 
the Monticello urged her to place her 
jewels and other valuables in a safe,”’ 
said Miss Peterson Saturday. “Mrs. 
long was annoyed and told me that 
she did not want outsiders meddling in 
her affairs, since she had left a will. 

“She said that she wanted her jewels 
to go to her son, but opposed my sug- 
gestion that a telegram be sent to noti- 
fy him that she was very ill. She told 
/me that he was in very poor health 
-and could not stand the trip to this 
climate. She directed me to telephone 
‘John O’Brien of the Government Ap- 
praiser’s office that she wished to have 
«a talk with him on business affairs. 


Wouldn’t See Men Friends. 
“When Mr, O’Brien arrived in re- 


| sponse to this message she decided that 


she would not see him. She spoke con- 
stantly of fighting off any serious end- 
ing of her illness and I saw that she 
had changed her mind about the urgen- 
cy of talking with Mr. O’Brien. Later 
she sent for Mr. Stuckman, but de- 
clined to say anything to him when he 
arrived at her room. 

Claire E. Laeis, modiste, at 1223 North 
Sarah street, says that she had been 
engaged for some time past by Mrs. 
Long to make her summer gowns, which 
were to form a wardrobe that she in- 
tended to take with her when she left 
the city July 1 for an outing on the 
Canadian border. 

‘Mrs. Long told me that she was the 
only woman among a number of stock- 
holders in a manufacturing plant at 
Columbus, O.,”’ said .u. -s. Laeis, ‘‘I know 
that during June, preceding her illness, 
she went to Clumbus to dispose of this 
interest, which I was given to under- 
stand amounted to probably $8000 or $10,- 
000. 

Became Ill at Modiste’s. 

‘‘When she returned, she came to see 
me and then said that she had not been 
able to make the settlement she wanted, 
so the interest remained as it was be- 
fore. From this trip until her death she 
had not been out of the city because 
she was taken ill while I was fitting a 
dress that is still in my possession. 

‘Mrs. Long also told me that she 
had made a visit to her son last fall 
a year ago, and that she intended 
seeing him again sometime this year. 
She spoke of his being in delicate 
health and told me that she had re- 
quested Mr. O’Brien to make an analy- 
sis of a cod liver oil preporation which 
was being administered to her son by 
his guardians. She wanted to know ex- 
actly what the ingredients were and 
whether they were beneficial. 

“T further remember that she said she 
had made a will which relieved her of 
much trouble and perplexity concerning 
the disposition of her estate, if anything 
should happen to her. During our en- 
tire acquaintance I never remember 
hearing her speak of the Stuckmans. 
She did not mention Mr. O’Brien ag a 
friend. 

Wouldn’t Consider Marriage. 

“One of her last visits here she said 
that she had received an offer of mar- 
riage, but that she would not consider it 
under any circumstances. The name of 
the gentleman maxing the offer was 
not mentioned. Mrs. Long never men- 
tioned to me any repository in which 
she may have placed either her will or 
stock holdings."’ 

John P. O’Brien, examiner for the 
United States Appratser, made the 
statement that all he knew of Mrs. 
Long was that she had come to him 
through a mutual friend to have an 
analysis made of a cod liver oi! prep- 
aration which she said had been pre- 
scribed for her son. She wished to 
know whether any of the ingredients 
were harmful. Mr. O'Brien says that 
he made the analysts and submitted 
the result by letter.

Mob of 1000 Attacks and De- 


stroys Prime Minister’s 
Home. 








JAP TROOPS ON GUARD 





Death Threatened Seoul Popu- 
lace if Mikado’s Soldiers 
Are Assailed. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
TOKIO, July 20.—A dispatch from 


Seoul says an enraged mob of 1000 per- 
sons has attacked and burned the resi- 
dence of the Korean Premier, Yi Wang 
The Premier was absent at the 
time on a visit to the palace, 

Other dispatches state that four ma- 
chine guns are now ai the Tathar zate 


Yang. 


Saould the Korean soldiers repeat yes- 
terday’s behavior by firing on the Jap- 
anese police the Japanese troops wil, not 
hesitate to retallate 

This afternoon the rioters surround- 
ing the Premiere’s residence were dis- 
persed by the Japanese police, with the 


assistance of the artillery. The Pre- 
mier sought refuge in the palace, the 
other Ministers going to the Japanese 
Residency General. 

The crack of rifles continues to be 
heard and it is believed that a collis- 
ion has occurred between Japanese po- 
lice and Korean soldiers. If Japanese 
troops attack the Koreans, the state of 
unrest will be aggravated. 

The streets were cleared at noon when 
desultory rifle firing was heard in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, presumably by 
the deserters from the Ping Yang regi- 
ment, whose plotting continues. 

A concentrated effort was made at 
2p. m. (Saturday) to murder the entire 
Cabinet. After haranguing at the Tem- 
ple of Heaven, a mob of 2000 marched 
a mile to the mansion of Li Wang 
Yang, which they sacked and burned. 
The same fate was then visited on the 
homes of the Prime Minister and oth- 
ers, 

The same mob then proceeded to 
the home of the Minister of War, near 
the old palace, but here they were met 
by Japanese guards who repulsed the 
rioters, wounding and killing many. 

Instigated by Emperor. 

At 10 o’clock last night an alleged 
plot was reported to Marquit Ito. He 
was told that the Imperial Guard had 
been clandestinely ordered by the for- 
mer Emperor to enter the palace at 
nidnight and murder the whole Cabinet, 
which was responsible for his abdica- 
tion. This is the official explanation 
of the fact that the Japanese are gar- 
risoning the palace. 

The Korean ministers of War and Jus- 
tice visited Marquis Ito at 11 o'clock last 
night and said the intrigue mentioned 
was about to be realized, and prayed 
for instant help. 

Marquit Ito, who had already received 
the former Emperor's petition asking 
him to aid in subduing disorders, imme- 
diately ordered Gen. Hasegana to send 
troops to the scene. The soldiers ar- 
rived half an hour before the time of 
the intended dash of the Korean Gen- 
eral from the barracks for the palace 
gate. 


AMERICANS IN NO DANGER 
FROM RIOTERS IN KOREA 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

SEOUL, July 20.—United States Con- 
sul Samnions late yesterday afternoon, 
in reply to Marquis Ito's offer of pro- 
tection to foreign consulates, said he 
would leave the matter cf protecting 
Americans to Ito’s discretion, as he was 
without information regarding danger 
from mobs. 

On account of the fact that the Ameri- 
can consulate-general joins the former 
Emperor's private house, it is thought 
the ex-ruler will seek it as an asylu:n 
of safety, giving as a cause the presence 
cf Javanese troops for the alleged pur- 
pose cf preventing his escape cr a pos- 
kible accident It is said, however, tliat 
since November, 16, the Koreans have 
not noped fer Amertcan ald. 

At 11.30 o'clock last night Gen. Gase- 
gara’s troops garrisoned the palace and 
were also stationed at all important 
During the nightt he Ping Yang 
regitacnt, said to be the best in the 
Korean ara’. was disarined on account 
of having furnished yesterday's muti- 
rcers and also because it was suspect- 
ed of plotting to capt re the palace. 

An official report this morning states 
that a total of 1 0Japanese were killed 
and 30 wounded by the rioting. The 
number of Korean victims has not been 
reported. 

The Koreap Cabinet has _ formally 
notified the Japanese Government of the 
abdication of the Emperor and the ac- 
cession of the Crown Prince. During 
the night the Imperial Deputies visited 
the mausoleums and made the same an- 
nouncements to the spirits of their an- 
cestors. 

The events occurring here, which are 
working to the advantage of Japan, 
are not commented upon at the Japa- 
nese residency-general except as they 
do not affect the program already

SAY TWO JUDGES 


Circuit Attorney Sager’s Idea of 
St. Louis Called Ridiculous by 
Criminal Jurists. 


Judge Wilson A. Taylor of the Court 
of Criminal Correction was asked Sat- 
urday what, in his opinion, was the 
cause of the majority of the homicides 
in St. Louis, and what method he 
would suggest as best to follow in re- 
forming the “border town” conditions 
complained of by Circuit Attorney 
Sager. 

“I do not think the ‘border town’ con- 
ditions exist here,” said Judge Taylor. 

“I think conditions in this city are 
far removed from the ‘border town’ 
state. The people of St. Louis are as 
law-abiding as you will find anywhere, 
and there is not more crime here than 
in any other large city. But I am sat- 
isfied that a majority of the killings are 
the results of carrying concealed weap- 
ons. 





Werkhouse for “Gun Toters.” 


“Acting upon that theory I have rig- 
idly enforced the penalty against men 
brought before me upon charges of car- 
rying concealed weapons. I have sent 
four men to the Workhouse for carry- 
ing revolvers and one man I sent there 
for six months. 

“One of the fruitful causes of homi- 
cides is the indiscriminate selling of 
revolvers. They are displayed in pawn 
shop windows and every boy can buy 
one for 50 cents. 

“The law against selling revolvers to 
minors is very severe and I would like 
to get a chance at some storekeeper 
who sold one to a boy. He would go to 
the Workhouse for six months and noth- 
ing could save him. 


Duty to Make Complaints. 
“It is the duty of anyone who knows 


that a storekeeper sold a revolver to a 
boy to make complaint against him. I 
will do the rest.”’ 

Judge Sale of the 
said: 

“The idea that ‘bordertown' condi- 
tions prevail in St. Louis is ridiculous. 
I am sure there is no more crime 
here than in other cities. But it is 
a fact that too many persons carry 
revolvers, not only in St. Louis but 
everywhere, and a large percentage 
of the homicides are the result of 
‘gun toting.’ 

Revolver Display Tempting. 

“The display of revolvers in the 
shops is a constant temptation to buy 
one and this contributes largely to 
the number of homicides. 

“The display of revolvers in shop 
windows ought to be prohibited. I 
have called the attention of the grand 
jury a number of times to the evils 
of carrying revolvers and have asked 
the jury to recognize it and condemn 
it, and the grand juries have done so. 

“But St. Louis is not a border town, 
not by any means.”

He has 
not solved it, because he is not as- 
sured by the physicians that his reduc- 
tion will be in the same proportion as 
it has been the past 16 months. He 
is hoping it wil] be no slower. 

Rudde applied for admission to the 
City Hospital March 10, 196, saying 
he wanted to take treatment to reduc 
his flesh. He then weighed 412 pounds. 


Wants to Be Thin. 
“I want to get thin,’’ Rudde explained 
to the doctors. “I- want to get just as 
thin as you can make me. The thinner 
(he better. If I keep on going at the 
present rate I will soon be unable to 
walk, and will have to spend the rest 
of my life on the flat of my back. 
“Go at it any old way you think will 
do the business. I can stand anything 
better than this fat.’’ 
So the doctors went to work on Rudde. 
First they placed him on a diet. He was 
permitted only one meal a day, and 
that contained no starchy foods or ves- 
etables. It was principally meat, ani 


fonly enough of that to sustain him. 








The treatment was effective imme- 
diately. Within a few days he had 
lost one pound. In the first six weeks 
he was reduced 40 pounds. In the 16 
months he has been in the hospital 
Rudde has reduced his weight from 
412 pounds to 230 pounds. 

A month ago the doctors advised 
him to go to work. He accordingly 
took employment as a night stretcher 


carrier in the hospital. Sometimes 
this gives him plenty of exercise. 


So Fat He Couldn’t Work. 


“I want to get down below 200,” 
Rudde told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
I don't Know that I can go as low 
as 180, but that’s what I would like 


to weigh. I tipped the beam at 180 
when was 20 years old. I am 40 
years old now. I was always fieshy 
as a boy, but goon after I became of 
age I began to take on flesh more 
rapidly. A little over a year‘ago I 
became so heavy that I couldn’t work. 
I could hardly walk, I realized that 
if I didn’t do something pretty quick 
to get rid of some of that flesh I 
would have to take to my bed and 
stay there, and so I came to the hos- 
pital.” 

“Just look at these clothes,” he 
continued, pointing to the garments 
which hung very loosely to his body. 
“When I came here these clothes were 
so tight I could hardly wear them. 
Now they are so loose I can hardly 
keep them on my body.”

Rudde has this little problem in math- 
ematics to interest him during his rest 
hours at the city institution.

Rudde applied for admission to the 
City Hospital March 10, 1906, saying 
he wanted to take treatment to reduce 
his flesh.

Wants to Be Thin. 

“I want to get thin,’’ Rudde explained 
to the doctors. “I want to get just as 
thin as you can make me. The thinner 
the better. If I keep on going at the 
present rate I will soon be unable to 
walk, and will have to spend the rest 
of my life on the flat of my back. 

“Go at it any old way you think will 
do the business. I can stand anything 
better than this fat.’’ 

So the doctors went to work on Rudde. 
First they placed him on a diet. He was 
permitted only one meal a day, and 
that contained no starchy foods or ves- 





diately. Within a few days he had 
lost one pound. In the first six weeks 
he was reduced 40 pounds. In the 16 
months he has been in the hospital 
Rudde has reduced his weight from 
412 pounds to 230 pounds. 

A month ago the doctors advised 
him to go to work. He accordingly 
took employment as a night stretcher 


carrier in the hospital. Sometimes 
this gives him plenty of exercise. 


So Fat He Couldn’t Work. 


“I want to get down below 200,” 
Rudde told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
I don’t Know that I can go as low 
as 180, but that’s what I would like 


to weigh. I tipped the beam at 180 
when was 20 years old. I am 40 
years old now. I was always fleshy 
as a boy, but soon after I became of 
age I began to take on flesh more 
rapidly. <A little over a year'‘ago I 
became so heavy that I couldn’t work. 
I could hardly walk. I realized that 
if I didn’t do something pretty quick 
to get rid of some of that flesh I 
would have to take to my bed and 
stay there, and so I came to the hos- 
pital.”

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WHOSE IS THE FAULT? 
Circuit Attorney Sager is late in his suggestion 


of strenuous work on the part of the police and 
the police courts to stop the practice of pistol 
toting. The Post-Dispatch took that subject up 
three months ago and has been carrying on a 
vigorous campaign to stop it ever since. It de- 
manded an improvement in the laws governing 
the display of firearms; it demanded the arrest by 
the police of those carrying concealed weapons, 
and the enforcement of the present laws with the 
infliction of heavy penalties on those who carry 








concealed weapons. 


The campaign has borne fruit. Where light 
fines were formerly inflicted upon pistol toters, 
heavy fines are now given. Judge Taylor, of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, has greatly in- 
creased the punishment for this offense and has 
announced his policy of continuing to do so. We 
endorse all that Mr. Sager says on this point. The 
war against the revolver should be waged unceas- 
ingly, and the toughs and hoodlums should be 


the first to feel the weight of the law. 


But the subject upon which Mr. Sager touched 
in his speech on the Williams verdict is not by 
any means exhausted by his shifting the respon- 
sibility for checking the pistol toting habit to the 
police and the police courts. Mr. Sager said that 
he could not punish the guilty or enforce the laws 


_ because bribery and coercion were used to defend 


prisoners accused of crime and because he could 
not get good juries. Mr. Sager cited several cases 
in which he said that bribery or coercion were 
resorted to for the purpose of obtaining an ac- 


‘ quittal of prisoners. Although these offenses 
are indictable and punishable under the law, he 
did not cite any case in which he had punished 


6r attempted to punish the guilty persons. He 


* Das not suggested any mode of procedure which 


will assure the punishment of criminals and the 
enforcement of the laws. He merely says: “We 
do not need new legislation to stop this reign of 
There is law enough and the jury system 
is all right. What is needed is vigorous enforce- 
ment of existing law.” 

The Post-Dispatch agrees with Mr. Sager on 
this point. If we have enough law and the jury 
system is all right, why does he not enforce the 
law? Why does he not change St. Louis from a 
“border town” into «. civilized city? It is Mr. 
Sager’s duty to see that every man guilty of vio- 
lating the law is brought to the bar of justice; 
that he is vigorously prosecuted; that every at- 
témpt to block or hamper the administration of 
the law is exposed, and that those who attempt 
it are vigorously prosecuted. Let Mr. Sager 
throw the light on the wrongs and abuses which 


he pays exist in the administration of the 
criminal law in this city. 


He has the power and 
the means to expose wrong-doing and to prose- 
cute all wrong-doers.

STARTING AND STAYING POWER. 

American city life is increasing ‘‘American in- 
itiative.” There is no doubt of it. It appears in 
hundreds of ways. As city population increases, 
the ability to “start something” increases with it. 
The ability to “start something” being the power 
of initiative, the American city as it grows is 
vindicating city life and house life triumphantly 
in this respect. 

But in Philadelphia, when, to honor the Elks, 
they “started something,’ one of the greatest 
things in their history, including a street parade 
on a hot day, 4380 people failed of the finish aft- 
er making the start. The heat did it. But if not 
the heat, something else operating on the same 
lack of staying power might have had the same 
result in starting the city ambulance corps into 
record-breaking activity. 

This is very remarkable, but it is not very un- 
usual. Perhaps the Elks have morc starting 
power than almost any one else in city life. Prob- 
ably they have as much staying power as was 
shown during the Spanish War, when for every 
private actually killed in battle between nine and 
ten went to the hospitals unwounded and died 
there. | | 

The open air life of the country develops only 
the lowest power of initiative. For centuries 
open air life produced men who could use the 
scythe from sunrise to sunset, harvesting in mid- 
summer, without exhaustion. But the staying 
power thus developed gave no start to the self- 
binding harvester, which will soon be an auto- 
mobile, with all the staying power of steam. 
That came from the life of the house. 

In trying to get back to a better balance be- 
tween starting power and staying power we have 
given “athletics” and open air sports an enthusi- 
astic trial, which ‘‘vindicates initiative.’ Our 
best athletes and most ‘‘dead game sports” de- 
velop more initiative than almost any one else. 
But they, too, need the ambulance and restora- 
tives after the start. 

We are working towards the solution and we 
may hope that finally the balance we have lost 
between starting power and staying power will 
be restored. in the meantime a moderate amount 
of caution in starting things during hot weather 
will tend to lessen the initiative of the ambu- 
lance service.

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FROM ROOSEVELT TO ROOSEVELT 

From Nicholas J. Roosevelt, who introduced 
steam transportation upon the Mississippi Riv- 
er in 1811, to Theodore Roosevelt, whose influ- 
ence is sought to revive it, is almost a century. 

Nicholas J. Roosevelt was something of a big 
sticker himself. He was the President’s grand 
uncle, and a man of initiative. In New York he 
was associated with Robert Fulton, inventor of 
the steamboat. Fulton sent Roosevelt to the 
West to investigate the practicability of intro- 
ducing steam navigation upon the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. In 1809 Roosevelt started from 
Pittsburg on a flatboat and floated to New Or- 
leans. He reported favorably upon the steam 
project, and returned to Pittsburg in 1810 and 
built the steamer New Orleans, the first steam- 
boat upon western waters. Starting from Pitts- 
burg in the fall of 1811, Nicholas J. Roosevelt 
navigated his steamer to New Orleans, which he 
reached late in the season. At Louisville, where 
the Missourians came from, a delegation of Ken- 
tuckians boarded the boat and asked to be shown 
that she could run upstream as well as down. 
There were no steam whistles in that day—the 
first came West in 1844—and the boatman wound 
his hunting horn from the deck. Indians pur- 
sued the steamer in the Ohio, and her crew ex- 
perienced the great earthquakes of 1811. Yet that 
earlier Roosevelt took her down the river and 
brought her back, and he was as big a man upon 
the Mississippi that autumn as his grand-nephew 
will be in this. 

Great things came of the first Roosevelt’s in- 
terest in these Western waters. Let us hope that 
greater things will come of the second Roosevelt’s 
interest in them.

Diaz's plan was soon formed. HT 
summoned the heads of the robber 
bands to meet him in the capital, grant- 
ing to each safe conduct to go and 
return. “Men,”’ said he, “I know you 
all and the names of the members of 
all your bands and your every haunt. 
I offer you your choice of two things. 
The first is, join my army. I will fur- 
nish you and your followers with the 
best horses the country affords, hand- 
somely caparisoned, equip you with the 
best arms and ammunition that can be 
bought, pay you a regular salary 
to your present fncome*, and promise 
you finmunity for past crimes—all on 
condition that you obey my orders im- 
plicitly.

A COMING SUNSTROKE GIVES WARNING 
SUNSTROKE is nothing more or less than a hot box in the human ma- 
A chtnery, says the Cleveland Plaindealer. The body grows too warm, the 
delicate mechanism which regulates the distribution of heat gets out of 
order, the vital organs are suddenly damaged and the whole machine runs 
amuck. 

Anything which interferes with the proper opetation of the thermal flywheel 
in the medulla oblongata increases the likelihood of sunstroke. Alcohol ts one 
such a thing. The man who swallowed a glass of whisky four or five times 
is four or five times more liable to sunstroke on a hot day than the man who 
has stuck to limeade or ice water. And it is an exceedingly dangerous malady. 

The usual symptoms of coming sunstroke are diasiness, pains in the head and 
a feeling of oppression. The victim has a sensation of suffocation and very 
often this forces him to stop work and seek rest in some cooler place. If he 
does not do so nausea commonly follows and after that insensibility. 

The hospitals of the big cities now treat sunstroke with ice. The patient is 
carried to a cool place and flooded with ice water. His head is bathed, his whole 
body is sponged and water is forced into his mouth. When a hospital is not at 
hand this treatment should be begun at once: Carry the patient to a cool place 
as quickly a8 possible and open the clothes. Pour cold water over his body and 

apply ice or water to his head. Don’t be afraid of using too much. 

The most effective treatment involves the use of stimulants, but these 
should be administered by a physician. Paradoxically, the use of whisky in- 
duces sunstroke.

OW ADAYS the well- 











HE importance of a pure milk sup- 
7 ply is more and more being rec- 
ognized by physicians and _ the 
best efforts of sanitariums and public 
officials have been devoted to its at- 
tainment. Milk is almost a universal 
food and the important place it holds 
justifies every effort towards rendering 
it wholesome for young consumption. 
The St. Louis Pure Milk Commission 
is putting forth strenuous efforts to ob- 
tain a pure milk supply for our citi- 
zens. They have prevailed upon three 
dairymen to construct barns in accord- 
ance with their Specifications, to secure 
a standard grade of cows, to have these 
cattle examined frequently for tubercu- 
losis and other diseases, have entered 
into a contract with these dairies to 
produce the milk in a cleanly manner, 
to sterilize all vessels in which {t is han- 
dled, to keep the milk cool and deliver 
it to the customers free from bacteria 
and disease germs. 


The question has been frequently 
asked: “‘Do these germs do any good?” 
“Do they do any harm?’ Fortunately, 
most of the germs are not disease pro- 
ducing. They are simply the result of 
unclean handling of the milk. They 
come from dirty cows, stables, hands, 
pails, dust in the atmosphere, unclean 


milkhouses or creameries where the milk 
is bottled. 


These dirt bacterias are not the only 
ones which find their way into the milk. 
The germs which Cause diseases, such 
as typhoid fever, scarlet fever, tuber- 
culosis, mouth and foot diseases, live 
and rapidly multiply in milk. Most of 
the epidemics which occur ean be traced 
to milk contaminated py ignorant or 
careless milkmen who have infected 
their milk with dirty hands, dirty water 





or dirty milk pails or bottles. 
The Pure Milk Commission has dom- 
onstrated that this course is entirely 








unnecessary and can be prevented. 

The extent of this danger may be 
judged by a recent report published in 
one of our medical journals of 330 out- 
breaks of epidemic diseases traced to 
milk; 19% of these were epidemics of ty- 
phoid fever, 147 of which prevailed at 
the dairies or farms. In 67 cases it was 
due to the contamination of well water: 
in 24 cases the employes of the farm 
were acting as nurses where there was 
disease in the family and in 10 cases 
they were at work while sick. 

If it is important to preserve milk 
clean and free from germs for the use 
of grown people, how much more so 
that it should be guarded for infant 
feeding. The poor, really unable to sup- 
ply themselves with milk prepared un- 
der these specifications, much less keep 
it clean and wholesome, for lack of 
proper facilities, ice and other conven- 
iences, recognize the importance of fur- 
nishing nourishing food for sick babies. 
The Post-Di-yatch has established the 
Free Milk and ice Fund to supply those 
unable to purchase with modified milk 
prepared by the Pure Milk Commission, 
thus the product has been put in the 
homes of the poor at the smal cost of 
1 cent per bottle, where parties are able 
to pay, and both milk and ice entirely 
free where the family could not afford 
the expense. 

All of this requires money and much 
of it; hence the urgent appeal to the 
public for funds with which to vover 
the cost of this milk in its prepare tion 
and delivery.

Since that day, with the exception of a single business session, prices 
have advanced continuously and even without any such direct explanation of 
their course as might have been furnished by the admitted manipulations of 


Mr. Lawson and his associates. 

On the recovery of the last ten days, 
the average level of the market has 
been restored very close to the high 


- Jevel reached on the previous machine- 


madé rise. The Lawson pool showed 


great discernment in beginning opera- | 


tions at a time when the market was 
thoroughly liquidated in a speculative 
sense and when a considerable short in- 
terest was still in existence. 

The rise in prices during the early part 
ef the month accomplished beyond a 
doubt two things, namely, a considerable 
increase in outside interest, and a sub- 
stantial reduction in the previously ex- 
isting short account. 

Just who have been the individual suc- 
cessors of Mr. Lawson and his asso- 
Cilates in the further rise of the last ten 
days it is difficult to determine. They 
are not, at all events, advertising either 
their identities or their market plans. 

Probably for this reason, the second 
upward movement of the month has not 
developed any such augmentation in out- 
side interest as was excited by the first 
upward swing, and, in fact, the rank 
and file of commission houses are com- 
plaining as insistently of the absence of 
business as they were during the month 


of June. 
Assumption of Strength. 


Inasmuch, then, as the rise in prices 
this week was not expedited by any 
considerable amount of outside support, 
it may be. assumed that those behind 
the movement are for the time being in- 
different to outside assistance, in which 
case it may be further assumed that 
present technical market circumstances 
are stronger than they were on the re- 
Gent advance.

Fame and Fortune in a Broader Field 
--Good Work Done at Home. 





The cold air plant which was being 
tested at the Museum in Forest Park 
one day this week, must be very fine, 
Everyone was panting and gasping 
with the heat, and Mr. Curley, secre- 
tary of the museum said repeatedly, 


cold air begins to come up, and then 
you will wish you had one of those 
queer Jooking jacket affairs that you 
young ladies are affecting this hot 
weather.”’ 

As it was too warm to take offense 
at anything, the implied “roast” was 
allowed to pass. After about ten min- 
utes, all work stopped, and a strike 
seemed imminent: It was’ growing 
warmer every minute. 

“Why, just see that cold air 
zing up there,’’ said Mr. Curley. 
blowing the papers off the desks. 
is certainly a warm crowd.” 
“Well, if that’s cold air, I am going 
to get the Lenefit of it,” said a young 
Woman connected with the museum, 
as she went over and stood in front 
of the register. 

She had no more than reached it 
when she started back, and, turning 
to Mr, Curley, said, in a voice cold and 
ironical: 

“That may feel like cold air to some 
people, but I want to inform the gen- 
tleman in the basement that he has 
turned on the heat! If he would only 
be as generous with the coal in the win- 
ter time as he apparently is now, we 
would never suffer with cold.” 

The skeptical Mr. Curley approached 
the register to investigate on his own 
behalf, but was nearly blown off his 
feet by the strong waves of intense- 
ly hot air that came belching forth. 
Without a word, but with an apolo- 
getic look, Mr. Curley went to the 
extreme rear of the office and—sat 
down. 
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St. Louis Painter of Outenasts. 
St. Louis has an artist who is recog- 
nized as a genius both in Paris and 
in New York, but who is too Httle 
known in his home town. The works 
of Eugene Higgins have attracted 
much attention, both in New York 
and abroad, yet if you ask a S8t. 
Loulsan who he is, you will probably 
meet with an answer like this: 
“Higgins—Higgins—let me see. Oh, 
to be sure, there was a student by 
the name of Higgins down at the art 
school several years ago. Yes, I be- 
lieve I do remember the name now.” 
“And this of the man who Is called 
“the Gorky of art,” “a Charles Haag 
in paint,” and whose works are con- 
sidered by John Spargo, the art 
critic, “worthy to be ranked with 
Millet.” Spargo considers him a 
genius of the first order in the por- 
trayal of the outcast and the unfor- 
tunate. Edwin Markham says of him: 
“Mr. Higgins stands in America as 
the one powerful painter of the tragic 
lacks and losses of the doomed and 
disinherited—the painter who gives 
us the pathos of the street and hovel 
and morgue, as Millet gave us the 
pathos of the fields.” 

John Spargo gives an exceedingly 


‘inteiesting criticism of Higgins and 


his work in the May number of the 
Craftsman. He says in part: 

“What Gorky has done in literature 
for the underworld, Eugene Higgins 
has done upon canvas; he is a tis a

“Once, when the papers were filled 
with long accounts of Maxim Gorky, 
some friends of Higgins in St. Louis 
were earnestly advising him to give 
up painting the types of failure and 
misery and turn to ‘more cheerful and 
Pleasing subjects.’ Wrathfully he 
snatched away the canvas he was 
Showing and exclaimed: 

“"T am not painting for you! You 
do not understand. I am painting for 
men like Gorky, men who can feel 
and know!’ It is a matter of deep 
regret that writer and painter did not 
meet during the former's stay in 
America last year. . 

“There is nothing of the lachry- 
mose in Higgins’ art; no sickly sen- 
timentality. Perhaps that is why the 
effect of his pictures is much less de- 
pressing than might be supposed on 
account of their subjects. Countless 
painters have depicted forlorn beg- 
gars and! waifs and strays with a 
dominating note of appeal compelling 
tears to flow like rain. - We have 
wept—and quickly forgotten. But 
these pictures create an impression 
not to be obliterated by easily shed 
tears. They move to a pity too deep 
for tears, and force us to think. The 
difference in result is the difference 
between cleverness and genius. 

“In answer to the question as to 
whether his gloomy subjects are suit- 
ed to the medium of canvas and paint, 
Higgins says: 

“They who say that these gloomy 
pictures of mine do not please the 
eye, but hurt by their realistic repre- 
sentations of misery and woes, and 
are not beautiful, missing thereby the 
two chief functions of art, are cor- 
rect enough from one point of view. 
They would limit the sphere of art 
to the things which minister to self- 
ish desire and to things which are 
pretty merely, having no real concept 
of the beautiful. To me it is a sim- 
ple matter to see that the fault of 
most modern painting and sculpture 
is that it shows a lack of thinking 
and feeling; that the artists them- 
selves are merely clever workmen — 
in spite of all the nonsens one hears 


and reads about their artistic abili- 
ties, written by critics as superficial 


as themselves. 

“If I prefer to paint outcasts rather 
than dandies in drawing-rooms, simply 
because they interest me. greatly and 
dandies not at all, that is of no concern 
to anyone but myself, so long as I do 
not throw mud at the outcasts, as s0 
many others have done. It is,» how- 
ever, a-matter which concerns every- 
body, who chooses to make it matter 
for concern whether I succeed in paint- 
ing rea] outcasts or sham ones; wheth- 
er the figures obviously are the figures 
of outcasts or made to appear like 
outcasts. by the skillful use of acces- 
sories and tricks of technique.’ ”’ 

“Mr. Higgins is an Irish-American 
and was born in Kansas City 33 years 
ago. When he was 12 years old, an ar- 
ticle on Millet, illustrated by sketches 
Which the great artist used to draw for 
his children with a burnt match, gav* 
him his first impulse to be a painter. 
The influence of Millet upon his work 
has been profound and far-reaching—in- 
deed, Millet and Victor Hugo have 
largely molded his entire life. 

“That he endured the usual hardships 
genius while in Paris we 
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have already seen. He had more than 
the usual amount of reward, however, 
his work attracting the attention of a 
group of influential artists and critics. 
He regularly exhibited at the exhibl- 
tions of the American Art Association 
in Paris, and half a dozen of his pic- 
tures were well hung in the new Salon. 
In 1904 he returned to this country to 
begin the struggle anew. Some of his 
canvases have been exhibited in Phila- 
delphia and at the St. Louis Exposition, 
but he remains practically unknown, a 
prophet without honor in his own coun- 
try, still compelled to struggle. But he 
is young and has abundant courage and 
faith in himself. By the sale of tiny 
etchings which he makes for a living 
he keeps the hunger wolf from the door 
and the tire of inspiration burning with- 
in himself.”’ 3 

A sister of Eugene Higgins, Katherine 
Higgins Sommers, lives in St. Louis. In 
a recent communication’ she says: 

‘A big exhibition is now going on in 
New York, for the most part of the 
paintirgs, drawings and etchings of my 
brother, at the new gallery, 15 West 
Thirtieth street. Harriman and other 
inen of wealth have been there and 
nave bought some of his work. ,In the 
fall, I shall read the articles about him 
to the Twentieth Century Art Club and 
other clubs. 

“He married Miss Mabelle William- 
son, a young New York artist, last Oc- 
tober, and lives in a beautiful home 
on the Hudson. I shall visit him later 
in the summer.” 


Praise From Pittsburg Critic. 

“Great, great! This is the finest col- 
lection of sculpture in America!"’ ex- 
claimed Frederick L. Kahle, an attor- 
ney and art connoisseur of Pittsburg, as 
he stood in the main entrance of Sculp- 
tural Hall of the Art Museum in Forest 
Park. “It is beyond the wildest dream. 
I had no idea that such a collection of 
sculpture could be found in America. 


If St. Louis had nothing else to place 
her on the map this collection would. 
It is well worth the climb up the hill.” 

Mr. Kahle passed through the galleries 
enjoying the collection of paintings and 
applied arts. With the eye of a connois- 
seur he picked out the works of the 
eminent artists. In his private gallery 
in Pittsburg Mr. Kahle has 75 paintings 
—good examples by the best modern 
masters. 

‘I would rather have those two paint- 
ings,’ he said, pointing to a landscape 
by Gustave Dore and a harvest scene 
by Jules Veyrassat, ‘“‘than all the rest 
of the pictures in this gallery- Not 
that the other paintings are of no value, 
but because these are great. Dore was 
not a colorist, but he was a master in 
composition, and that painting is one Of 
his best works. The effect of the sun- 
light on the water is superb. 

“That picture by Rose Bonheur is one 
of the best examples of her work that I 
have ever seen in America. She was 4n 
artist. She gave the world an art that 
all might understand and appreciate. 
No need of an interpreter to tell of 
the atmosphere, technique and mystery. 
She has told her story in such a charm- 
ing, simple way that it appealed to all. 

“St. Louis has something to be proud 
of in her Art Museum. It is one of the 
finest in the country. The collection 
is magnificent and the galleries so high, 
the wall space sufficient to give one an 
opportunity to see the pictures.” 

Mr. Kahle particularly admired Ver- 
estchagin’s “Sitka Pass,’’ Howe's ““Nor- 
man Bull,” “Near The Hague,” DY 
Grueppe, and Hay’s “Prairie Fire.” 

Someone remarked, while looking &t 
Mesdag’s ‘‘In Danger,” that the horse 
was too smal] in comparison to the 
man.
